If three Democrats 
joined thm, Dawson could be 
overruled.

Dawson Justified his action 
on economy grounds. 

But Republicans said it 
made no sense to abolish what 
they consider’ the most worth- 
while watchdog subcommittee 
in the House. They noted that 
the Moss subcommittee ac- 
counted for 39 per cent of the 
$800 million savings in the 
cost of Government made last 
year by the Committee and its 
10 subcommittees. 

Some Republicans said they 
felt a major reason for Daw- 
son’s action was a critical re- 
port on Vietnam land reform 
By the subcommittee that was 
not kindly received by the Ad- 
ministration. 
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
